In 
fact, when due weight is given to the 
greater value ot the dollar in 1911 to 
1913 it becomes clear that the annual 
volume of , construction at that time 
was much greater than during the 
boom period of : 1929. The chart also 
iudj|cates the value ■ of ; the contracts 
awarded In tlie subsequent years, 
maklnç approximate allowance for the 
rise and fall of wages and cost of 
building materials. It is notable that 
tlie lines comparhig gross value of 
construction and value of construe 
Hon in terms of 1913 dollars are closer 
together in 1932 than in many years.

Population Increasing 
Population is increashig steadily and 
the upward trend In Canadian cities 
Is particularly clear. For the last six- 
teen years the average annual value 
of the contracts awarded for reslden 
tial building has' amounted to approxi 
mately $82 million a year. Even hi 
1931, the second year of the depres- 
sion, the value of these typés of con- 
tracts awarded exceeded $81 mililpn. 
In 1932 this had fallen to $29 mililon 
arid , for the current year it does not 
seem probable that it. will exceed $20 
milllori. With no allowaiico .whatever 
for increased population it seems that 
a residence shortage is accumulating 
at a rate in! excess of $50 million a 
year. 

It is clear that many rcsidcnccc, 
apartments and flats are still in use 
that would be torn down and replaced 
ùndér, more normal conditions. When 
income has been reduced and wages 
arc declhiing there is a strong tend- 
ency for many people to live with rela- 
tives. It is almost impossible to esti- 
mate tiio extent ot over-crowding 
among wage earners and the unem- 
ployed during .a depression.

Insufficient Demand ; 

While ?there arejji(àcaricies in many

prescrit at least, there are a good many 
fhms who are willhig to put up with 
old and incufflclent buildings ' ratiier 
than to Increase their rents by mov- 
ing to adequate offices at a time when 
earnings arc ibeiow.iiortnal.. _.!.,■ . 

The last two charts show i;he value 
of rbsidential and.. Iiusiness building 
contracts awarded annually, from- 1918 
to , 1932 with a very tentative estimate 
for 1933. It will be noted that in 1927. 
1928 and 1929 residential building 
greatly c::ceeded tlie average, but that 
the excessive decline of tlie last two 
Vears has offset most of whatever 
surplus was then cstabllUied. ,. T.h c 
force of this last statement is in- 
creased if it is remembered that from 
1922 to 19i4 therej^Mj4Ùg»j;a depres- 
sion and that at iM^SIpS^fof the ex- 
cess building during' the boom period 
was for the purpose of offsetting the 
residential shortage which was the af- 
termath of the war and of the po:t- 
wdr. depression. 

Volume Remained Low 
If the .high prices prevailing be- 
tween , 1918 and 1921 are taken into 
consideration; it is clear that the vol- 
ume of building remained at low 
levels from 1915 to 1921. The years 
1922 to 1924 constituted what' is re 
cognized as 'the first po:t-war dspres 
s!on. Yet even in those years Canad 
Ian build'ng contracts ' amounted to 
almost $200 million per year, in terms 
of the 1913 dollar. Even if one . ac- 
cepts the aveirage amount of building 
between 1922 and 1926 as representa- 
tive, of , Canadian- annual building re-, 
quirements, .the resulting. average will 
bo hi excess of 200 milliqiîVipi3|doIIars, 
per year.
